Prom the 20th August to the 20th October* 1812. 

August 22, Variegated Wolfs Bane (AconitumVariegatum), flowering. 

26, Swallow wort-leaved Gentian (Gentiana Ascle piadea,) flowering. 
29, Great Single Burnet leaved Rose (Rosa Carolina), and Panicled Lyclinidea 
(Phlox paniculata), flowering. 
Sept. 8, Variegated Colchicum (Colchicum variegatum), and Proliferus Saint John's 
Wort (Hypericum proliferum), flowering. 
9, Superb Lily (Lilium superbum), flowering. Last season this plant was 
in flower on the 20th of August. 
10* Barnacle, (Anas Brenta), arrived in our bay. 
14, Wood Larlc (Alauda Arborea), began to sing. 

17, European Sow bread (Cyclamen Europeum), Red flowered Chetone (Che- 
lone obliqua , and Autumnal Colchicum (Colchicum Autumnnle) flower- 
ing. 
22, Changeable flowering StarwOrt (Aster tnutabilis!, flowering, 
29, Saw several common Swallows (Hirundo rustica), and white rumped 
Martins (Hirundo urbico), seen this day. 
October 12, Saw a single Swallow. 

16, Redwings (Turdus Hiacus), arrived.

The Batometer was on (he 28, 29, and 31st of August, and 0:1 1st and 19th of Sep? 
Umber at 30—2 ; on the 2lst of August, and 10th of September 29 — 7. 

The variation ot the Barometer has been more extraordinary than ever observed in 
this country ; at 3, p.m., on the 1 8th of October, the Barometer was observed at 28 — 5 ; 
3t 8, a.m. of the 19th, it was as low as 27—8 ; the rest of this period there was but 
little variation : it was observed at 30 ; and during the remainder of the time it wa» 
not lower than 29, except on the 8tn of October, when it stood at 28— S. 

The Thermometer on the ?9th of August was as high as 63° at 1, pm. ;-on the 
20th of September it stood at 60° at 8, a.m ; on the 18th it was only as high as 49°. 

The Thermometer on the 21st of September, at 8, a.m, was as high as 62; on the 5th 'of 
October it stood at 48°; on the 7th at 43° ; on the 8th it was 54° ; the rest of the time 
it was very variable. 

The wind has been observed 13 times S.E.— 31 S.W.— 16 N.W— 16 N.E.— 5 W. 



CELESTIAL PHENOMENA. 

FOR NOVEMBER, 1812. 

The Moon rises in the morning of the 1st, nearly at the same .time with Mars, whom 
he passes this day, and Venus above forms with them a beautiful groupe. She is above, 
and they are nearly under the five stars in triangle of the Virgin. 

On the 4th, is new Moon, at fourteen minutes past six in the morning. 

On the 6th, the-crescent olf the Moon is seen in the south-west, Saturn being above 
her to the east. On the 8th, she is seen above Saturn, having passed the planet about 
noon. 

On the, 11th, the Moon is on the meridian at six, the second of the Water-bearer 
above her to the east of the meridian, and the two first stars of the Goat at a considerable 
distance from her to the west. 

On the 14th, the Moon is on the meridian at thirty-six minutes past eight, having 
above her the four stars in square, the two western on the western side of, but the tw» 
eastern on the eastern side of, and nearer to the meridian. 

On the 18th, -is full Moon, at half-past six in the evening, and she rises below the 
Pleiades, but to the east of the line between these stars and Menkar. Before she at- 
tains a great height, it will be evidently seen, that she is directing her course through 
theHyades; and, in the morning of the 19th, she passes over one of them the third 
of the .Bull, which suffers an occultation, at seventeen minutes and a half past six, the 
star being twelve minutes south of the centre j and it emerges at fifty-six minutes and a 
half past six, the star being ten minutes and a quarter south of the centre, but she doe» 
jiot reach Aldebaran before Sun-rise. 

On the 2Sd, the Moon rises nearly with Jupiter ; and her progress from this planet, 
during the night, will excite attention. 

On the 28th, the Moon rises above the third of the Virgin ; and, to the east of her, 
before Sun-rise, Mars, Venus, and the first of the Virgin; forming a beautiful groupe, 
will command our attention. 

On the 30th, the Moon rises nearly with the first of the Virgin and Mars, and is soon 
followed by Venus ; and these four objects, by their varying brightness, and the change 
in 'their positions will delight the morning traveller. 

Mercury is an evening star, but in unfavourable signs, the eighth and ninth, and
